Large Approval Given. 


President Van Eysinga, summing 
up the discussion, declared that the 
first four reservations and the first 
part of the fifth had been approved 
on first reading. 

Count Rostveorovski, eminent Po- 
lish jurist, even went so far as to 
say that the future activities of the 
conference involved two stages— 
first, acceptance of the American 
reservations as a whole, and, sec- 
ond, examination of the world 
court’s status with a view to adapt- 
ing them to the new conditions cre- 
ated by acceptance of the American 
reservations. He defined this as a 
second codification, and insisted 
that the United States should be 
represented at a special conference 
to carry through this codification. 

Count Rostvorovski' therefore 
Was presupposing approval of even 
the second part of the fifth reserva- 
tion, which enjoins the world court 
from entertaining requests for ad- 
visory opinion on matter in which 
the United States ‘‘has or claims an 
interest’ without the consent of the 
United States. It was remarked 
that no subsequent speaker repu- 
diated this supposition as prema- 
ture.

When Sir Cecil Hurst, of Great 
Britain, suggested that the Polish

Canton, Ohio, Sept. 3 (By-A. P.). 
Three men tonight stand indicted 
for the first degree murder of Don 
R. Mellett, Canton publisher, slain 
July 16. Seven weeks of constant 
investigation reached a climax in 
the report of the Stark county 
grand jury this afternoon. 

The three indicted are Ben Rud- 
ner, Masillon; Louis Mazer, Canton; 
Patrick Eugene McDermott, Nanty 
Glo, Pa., and Cleveland. 

According to Prosecutor C. B. 
McClintock, more indictments are 
probable. 

No clew., except three exploded 
pistol] cartridges, was left behind 
when the crusading editor fell 
dead at his garage door. victim of a 
bullet fired from ambush.* So far as 
is known no witness saw the assas- 
sination. Justice was not meted 
out-epeediiyy it-has been charged 
because Canton police bungled, yet 
out of*ea maze of circumstances, 
witnesses were brought together to 
tell the story to a grand jury, and 
on this evidence, through toil of 
city, county, State, Federal and 
special e@fficers, the indictments 
were obtained. 

McDermott is a fugitive from jus- 
tice, having been sought through- 
out the nation for five weeks. Ma- 
zer is held in Cleveland, charged 
with the murder, first, in a war- 
rant issued more than two weeks 
ago and also charged with conspira- 
cy to violate Federal dry laws. 

Rudner was arrested today short- 
ly before the indictment was re- 
turned on a capias issued by Judge 
Abram W. Agler, at the request 
of Prosecutor McClintock. 

Arraignment of Mazer and Rud- 
ner is expected some time next 
week. Both are expected to plead 
‘not guilty.’’ The search for Mc-

Col. Bell had stated 
that he felt the present location 
should not be entirely surrendered 
until Congress had made provision 
for a permanent location. If there 
is to be any temporary provision 
of facilities for the farmers, Col. 
Bell feels that it should be on the 
site of the new permanent location, 
rather than moving the market 
twice. 

Proposed by Treasury. 


Architect Wetmore brought from 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Charles S. Dewey a proposal that 
the District vacate the western half 
of the present farmers’ market dur- 
ing the winter. This could permit 
the department to go ahead ,with 
construction of the west half of 
the proposed building. 

Col. Bell called Superintendent

southbound vehicles from Vermont 
avenue northwest into K street, so 
that it now applies only during rush 
hours, but also prohibits left turns 
of east and west bound traffic fro 
K street into Vermont avenue or 
Madison place. The other abol- 
ishes parking at any time on the 
west side of Seventeenth street 
northwest, between K_ street and 
Massachusetts avenue. 


Provides Wider Lanes. 


This regulation is to provide 
wider traffic lanes in Seventeenth 
street to relieve congestion in the 
lower end of Sixteenth street, caus- 
ed by the thoroughfare’ Ss stub end 
at Lafayette park. 

When revocation of drivers’ per- 
mits was within the jurisdiction of 
the police department, by court or- 
der, there was a police regulation 
enforcing surrender of the cards. 
After Congress had amended the 
traffic act to permit the director of 
trafic to revoke permits without 
court order and prior to conviction 
for traffic offenses, the old police 
regulation became inoperative and 
there was no way to compel a mo- 
torist to give up a revoked permit. 

After a motorist had refused to 
surrender such a permit, Acting 
Director of Traffic I. C. Moller ap- 
plied to the commissioners for 
emergency action adopting a regu- 
lation providing a penalty and the 
commisioners adopted his sugges- 
tion. 


Watch During Rush Hours. 


Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superin- 
tendent of police, and Moller both 
observed traffic conditions during 
rush hours yesterday at Fifteenth 
street and New York avenue, 
where the cables and stanchions 
formerly preventing through tfaffic 
at that point have been removed 
experimentally. They called the 
experiment a success. 

“With the publicity the new ar- 
rangement has received,’’ said Maj. 
Hesse, ‘‘the intersection should get 
its acid test tomorrow. If, by to- 
morrow night, no greater diffi- 
culty has been encountered than 
has yet appeared, through traffic 
at that intersection will be made 
permanent.”’ 

It may be necessary, after to- 
night, to replace the cables and 
stanchions during rush traffic 
periods daily, for a month or s0 
until apparatus for an electric light 
signal at that point can be in- 
stalled, but the corner will be kept 
clear at other hours. The reason 
for a temporary partial return of 
the old arrangement would be that 
six additional policemen, in two 
shifts of three each, are required to 
guide traffic without an automatic 
signal and that many patrojmen 
cannot be spared for the service.

Use of Methanol, Government 
Expert Holds, Will Prevent

‘CLASS IGNORED IN WORK 


The District board of examiners 
for steam engineers, in its annual 
report for the last fiscal year, sub- 
mitted to the commisioners yester- 
day, complain that the official clas- 
sification of steam engineers has 
not been enforced for some years’ 
They say peril to the community 
Presults from that circumstance and 
recommend that the police compel 
all engineers to operate only such 
power plants as they are authorized 
to supervise by virtue of their 
licenses. The report says: 

“It is to be regretted that the 
classification of steam engineers is 
not enforced for, first, it results in 
financial loss to the District; sec- 
ond, it might be the direct cause 
of a serious explosion, due to oper- 
ation of a first-class power plant by 
a third-class engineer, when he has 
been examined only as to his fitness 
to operate a small, or minor, power 
plant, yet is now able to take 
charge of the largest plant in the 
District with a license which should 
restrict him to plants of 25 horse 
power or less; third, there is no 
incentive for an engineer to study 
'to prepare himself for a higher 
grade, if a lower one answers as 
well. 

“‘An order by the commissioners, 
classifying engineers is in exist- 
ence, but has not been enforced in 
recent years. First-class engineers 
may operate plants of any horse- 
power; ‘second-class, not over 75- 
horsepower; third-class, 25 horse- 
power or less. 

‘“The board earnestly urges that 
this order be enforced by the police 
and that a period of six months be 
given for readjustment so as not to 
disturb existing conditions, in other 
words, that all engineers have six 
months to study for the grades 
they require to operate plants in 
which they are at present em- 
ployed.”

At the same time, Mr. Doran de- 
fended the practice of putting a 
minimum quantity of methanol, or 
wood alcohol, into the alcohol used 
for industrial purposes. He assert- 
ed that methanol was in world-wide 
use for this purpose because if re- 
distillation is attempted it carries 
over with it in the distillate the 
odorous compounds. 

“The current investigation work 
by the department,’’ Mr. Doran add- 
ed, “has developed the suitability 
of certain complex oil compounds 
of an odorous and disagreeable na- 
ture, but of themselves nontoxic, 
which, when used with a minimum 
quantity of methanol, will not only 
remain with the alcohol under 
manipulative treatment but will so 
mark the concoction in which it 
may be employed by a criminal that 
nobody will consume the same un- 
knowingly, but only by a deliberate 
and wilful act.’’ 

“The protection,and encourage- 
ment of lawful industrial alcohol 
use coupled with maximum protec- 
tion of the public is the aim and 
object of the department’s scientific 
work on this subject. The present 
System of denaturation meets with 
the approval of those industries 
whose continued welfare is essen. 
tial to the public good. 

The Treasury yesterday modified 
its liquor permit regulations to re- 
quire the annual renewal only of 
those permits for the manufacture, 
transportation, prescription or sale 
of liquor.

G. L. Miller & Co., one of the larg- 
est real estate and mortgage bond 
houses in this country, went into 
equity receivership today. . 

Assets of the company were 
placed at $9,636,987 and its liabili- 
ties at $6,915,324. Lawrence SBer- 
enson was appointed receiver and 
placed under $100.000 bond. 

Both the G. L. Miller Co. and 
the Investment Banking Corpora- 
tion, a subsidiary company, also 
named in the action. filed answers 
admitting the allegations and join- 
ing in the request for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver. 

The company maintained 20 
branch offices and in addition had 
more than 500 agencies throughout 
this country and Europe for distri- 
bution of its bonds. 


Have 21,000 Customers, 


Its operations extended through- 
out the South, North and middle 
West, the corporation having un- 
derwritten bond issues for approxi- 
mately 150 structures located in 
58 cities and in 16 States and ag- 
gregating about $70,000,000 in 
value.

Chicago, Sept. 3 (By A. P.).— 
Thirty-two judges and clerks of 
election. were indicted today by 
the third special grand.jury to 
investigate crime and vote frauds 
in the April primaries.

P.).—Kelly C. Kirtly, 70. wealthy 
restaurant and hotel man, killed 
himself shortly before 7 o’clock 
this morning in the bathroom ad- 
joining his room in a hotel here, 
after he had slain Miss Mildred 
McDa&aniel, 
street, Brooklyn, N. Y. 

The girl, a_ pretty, 
telephone operator,. of Brooklyn, 
who had accompanied Kirtly on a 
motor trip to Lexington, was shot 
while she was asleep in a bed with 
Miss Alma Gregory, of the same 
address in Brooklyn. 

The two young women $had' reg- 
istered at the hotel Wednesday as 
Alma and Mildred Gregory. both 
of New York city. According to 
Alma Gregory they posed. as 
cousins and Kirtly as their uncle. 

The two had quarreled Thurs- 
day night over the size of a stone 
in a diamond ring which Kirtly had 
given Mildred, Alma declared 

Shortly before 7 o’clock this 
morning Alma declared she was 
awakened by the sound of a pistol 
shot. She sprang up to see Kirtly 
standing beside the bed with a pis- 
tol in his hand, while Mildred lay 
still beside her, a stream of blood 
trickling on the pillow from a hole 
in her head. 

“Mr. Kirtly 


the door as he raised the pistol to 
his head 1 started for the. hall 
door and as I did I heard another 
pistol report,’ the girl said. 

“T called for help when I got out 
in the hall and several people came 
out of their rooms. I started back 
in our room and as I did so I could 
see Mr. ‘Kirtly. prostrate on the 
bathroom floor, fumbling around 
for the pistol. He put his hand on 
the gun and I turned and started 
back out. Then I heard another 
shot. 

An examination of Kirtly’s body 
showed that he had two bullet 
wounds, one in the right side of 
his head and one over the heart.

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IN FIGHT ARE AWAITED 


Distinction Is Made Between 
Abstention From Activities 
and Resignation. 


Geneva, Switzerland, Sept. 3 (By 
A. P.).—Although the report of the 
commission which has been formu- 
lating a plan for reorganization of 
the League of Nations council fig- 
ures prominently on the. agenda, 
this afternoon's session of the coun- 
cil did: not discuss the report, de- 
voting the time to routine busi- 
ness. 

The report, which was completed 
by the commission early today, rec- 
ommends that only Germany be 
given a permanent council seat at 
the present time, and that the num- 
ber of nonpermanent seats should 
be increased to.nine. 

It is stipulated that Latin-Ameri- 
can states be given three of the 
nonpermanent seats, while the hold- 
ers of three nonpermanent seats be 
pronounced eligible for reelection 
at the expiration of their three- 
year term. These latter ‘‘semiper- 
manent’’ seats were decided upon 
to satisfy Spain, Poland and China, 
who are seeking permanent mem- 
bership in the council. : 


Spain Not, Represented. 


Spain, whose aspirations for a 
permanent council seat are denied 
in the commission’s report, sent no 
representative to the council table 
today. Senator Palacios, who has 
been fighting his country’s battle in 
the reorganization commission, an- 
nounced that he was leaving Geneva 
tomorrow to resume his residence at 
the Spanish legation in Berne, 
where he will await instructions 
from Madrid. 

Spanish circles here affirm that 
Spain will not be represented at 
the present session of the council 
and assembly, but they emphasize 
that this absence only constitutes 
abstention and in nowise presages 
complete withdrawal from the 
League of Nations activities. 

Emil Vandervelde, Belgian for- 
eign minister, at this afternoon’s 
council session reported that ‘‘defi- 
nite and valuable work” was done 
by the conference of representatives 
of news,agencies held under league 
auspices at Geneva on August 19, 
with a view to arranging a program 
for the proposed international press 
conference. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain, British 
foreign secretary, and M. Briand, 
French foreign minister, in the 
course of discussion of the report 
of the permanent mandates com- 
mission, took occasion to chide that 
body for what they considered its 
tendency to develop an “inquisi- 
torial spirit.’

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SHORTRIDGE AND. JOHNSON. 


Senators Johnson and Shortridge divide the 
spoils of the California primary.

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CUBA AND AGRICULTURE. 


Cuba is formulating a new tariff. A tariff 
commission has been studying Cuba’s eco- 
nomic situation in so far as agriculture is re- 
lated to a tariff.. The commission has decided 
that tariff protection to the farmer is useless 
unless he is protected in the.matter’ of sales 
and disposition of his products. The commis- 
Sion holds that it will be necessary to establish 
distributing markets without limitations or 


restrictions except as to sanitary conditions. * 


The second requirement, according to the 
plan proposed, .is the establishment of banks 
for ample agricultural credits, to enable the 
fermer to avoid being caught. without ready 
eredits for production and marketing. 

The third requirement is the establishment 
6f deposit warehouses in the principal cities, 
Where farmers can place such of their prod- 
ucts as are not perishable, and hold them 
until a favorable opportunity is offered for 
sale. ‘ 

“The fourth feature of the commission's 
plan is to reduce railroad freight rates on farm 
products and to give special rebates. for agri- 
cultural -products. © The ‘establishment of a 


system of roads between the principal mar- 


kets is also’ proposed. 

. These findings ‘ought to: furnish ‘valuable 
suggestions to American. legislators who are 
anxious to help agriculture.

BRITAIN'’S LABOR CRISIS. 


On Monday last the rare sight was afforded 


of the union jack flying from the British par- 
liament buildings at the end of August, for at 


this.time of the year the members of both 
houses have generally shaken off legislative 
cares and hied them to the moors and moun- 
tains, the seashore and the spas, in quest of 


recreation, rest, and health. The fact that par- 
liament was summoned in special session, at 
so inconvenient a time, is in itself a grim we- 
minder that the coal strike still drags its weary 
length along, for it was for the purpose of 
renewing for another month the emergency 
regulations dealing with the situation that the 
assembly was convoked. The motion for con- 
tinuance was passed readily enough in the 
house of commons by a vote of 332 to 91, but 
the discussion thereon engendered considerable 
heat, and one labor member was ordered td 
leave the chamber and suspended, and another 
was threatened with a like fate by the speaker. 
Tempers are evidently rising, as was plainly 
shown, not in the house of commons alone, but 
also at Pontypool, where a riot broke out when 
strikers attacked a police guard escorting 
strike breakers back from work. 

. Still more unusual even than the assembly 
of parliament at this time was the attitude 
adopted by Sir William Joynson-Hicks, the 
home secretary, toward Arthur J. Cook, the 
secretary of the miners’ federation. The home 
secretary, in the course of his speech, said in 
effect that, unless Cook moderates the lan- 
guage of his public speeches, he will find him- 
self in the grip of the law. It was a strange 
warning. Either Cook has already violated the 
law, or he has not. If he has not, it was 
impertinent to lecture him; if he has, the law 
should ere now have been set in motion against 
him. Time was when British home secretaries 
acted without warning against violators of the 
law. The truth,~of course, is that Joynson- 
Hicks, for all his courage, which he has on 
other occasions demonstrated, is unwilling to 
make Cook a martyr by legal proceedings and 
to stir up anathemas regarding the violation 
of the rights of British subjects to free speech. 
The fact that so strong an administration hesi- 
tates to strike down an offender is a luminous 
commentary on the very peculiar political situ- 
ation which socialism, aided and abetted by 
communism, though the aiding and abetting is 
not sought for, and is even disavowed, has al- 
ready produced in that country.

But I have noted that my son’s fear of the dark did not appear until 
some one had told that terrors lurked in the dark.

A bit is 
12% cents. 

There are still 8 bits in our 
dollar. The Mexicans still say ‘‘dos 
reales’ when they speak of a 25- 
cent Value. In the United States, 
making a literal translation, say 
“twe bits” and “four bits.’’

Recipe for Tasty 
Syra Confections 


From the Island of Syra, 
through Washington headquarters, 
Near East Relief, comes a recipe 


for a tasty confection, known to 
many Washingtonians who have 
taken Mediterranean tours. The 


confection, it is asserted, is made 
in its finest. perfection at Syra by 
children trained in this trade un- 
der direction of the relief organiza- 
tion. 

Here is the recipe, as used by 
these children at Syra: Take half 
a pound of cornstarch,’ three 
pounds of sugar and ten cups of 
water. Use two gups of water to 
dissolve ,the cornstarch, after 
which it should be strained. Mix 
the eight remaining cups of water 
with the sugar and heat almost to 
boiling point. Clear with the white 
of an egg, skim off, add the juice 
of half a lemon and strain. Pour 
the cornstarch solution into the 
hot syrup, stirring constantly, and 
let the mixture boil until very 
thick. Just before it is moved 
from the fire, add a cupful of 
blanched almonds and any addi- 
tional flavor that may be desired. 
Pour the whole into tins into 
which fine sugar has been sifted.

Although District health regula- 


tions require that meats on sale at 
public markets be kept under cover 
while. on the counter, experiments 
recéntly conducted at _the Cefiter 
market tend to show that this: pre- 
caution is sometimes unnecessary 
and often unwise, according to an 


announcement made yesterday by 
Charles H. Walleigh, superintendent 
of the market. 

The experiments, conducted by 
the doctor in charge of Center mar- 
ket inspection, indicate that meats 
exposed on a counter, providing that 
air circulation is supplied by a fan, 
remain in a better state of preserva- 


tion and are safer food than meats 


protected by a cloth or glass cover- 
ing. Mechanical or ice refrigeration 
was found superior to any of these 
methods, however. 

The meat was left exposed. six 
hours a day and placed in refrigera- 
tion eighteen hours in the experi- 
ment just completed. Tests were 
made on uncovered meats supplied 
with a free circulation of air, meat

kept under glass or cloth covering 
and meat that was.in no way pro- 
tected. The first method was found 
superior to the others. The market 
inspector is planning’ another ex- 
périment, exposing the meat eight 
hours a day instead of six.

‘ FLANTIC CITY, N. J., Sept. 3 
(By A. P.).—A _ penetrating 
wind sweeping off the ocean 

took much of the dash and fire out 
of Jack Dempsey’s. workout today. 
The weather was so chilly that 


‘ Dempsey wore a half-sleeved flan- 


nel shirt under his emerald green 
tights to protect him. The_ wind, 
however, did mot prevent nearly 
2,000 spectators from flocking to 
the greyhound track. 

Dempsey. boxed five rounds with 
four partners, but it was evident 
that. he decided to take things easy. 
He stalled through his work with 
his gloves, confining his attack to 
the body punching. 

Charley Andérson, the negro 
heavyweight from Chicago, endured 
two rounds of heavy bombardment 
around the body, but against Martin 
Burke, Frankie Carpenter and 
Frankie Bush, a new welterweight 
in camp, Dempsey merely. cuffed 
them around to get warmed up.

Tells of His Will.

Net railway operating income of 
class 1 railroads in July was placed 
by the bureau of railway economics 


yesterday at $116,895,311. The 
bureau, which is maintained by the 
railroads, estimated that on the 
basis of the carriers’ property in- 
vestment figures, this represented 
an annual rate of return of 5.62 
per cent. 

Gross operating revenues for 
July, the bureau said, were $556,- 
514,938, compared with $522,484,- 
181 in July, 1925, while operating 
expenses were $395,293,865, com- 
pared with $382,924,788. These 
figures disclosed a 6.5 per cent in- 
crease in revenues against an in- 
crease of only 3.2 per cent in ex- 
penses.

Paul Smiths,'N. Y., Sept. 3 (By

made to President Coolidge by bus- 
iness and industrial leaders dur- 
ing his summer stay in the Adi- 
rondacks have demonstrated very 
well, in his opinion, that the coun- 
try is in a prosperous condition. 

While no reference was made to 
the fall political campaign or: to 
assertions by the Republican na- 
tional party leaders that prosper- 
ity was to be the issue in the elec- 
tions, officials emphasized briefly 
but pointedly in behalf of Mr. Cool- 
idge the satisfaction he feels in pres- 
ent general business, industrial and 
economic state of the country. 

Recalling today the array ol

merchants, electrical - equipment 
manufacturers, railroad men and 
others, who have told of generally 
excellent business and economic 
conditions and said all bore witness 
to the same effect, that the country 
was prosperous. 

One such visitor came to the 
executive offices unannounced -to- 
day when Howard Elliott, chair- 
man of the Northern Pacific rail- 
road, who is passing a few days 
with friends near here, called to 
pay his respects to the President. 

Mr. Elliott had just completed a 
9,000-mile trip from coast to coast 
and said he was much encouraged 
by the whole situation as he had 
seen it. Except for one or two 
States, like North Dakota and Ne- 
braska, where droughts have inter- 
fered with crops, he said, condi- 
tions were very good the country 
over.

FOR LIMITING PRIESTS 


Measure, if Approved, Would 
Supplant the Decree of 


President Calles. 


Mexico City, Sept. 3 (By A. P.). 
A measure embodying new relig- 
ious regulations limiting the num- 
ber of priests in each state is be- 
ing prepared for submission to 
congress by the department of in- 
terior. If enacted and approved by 
President Calles, these regulations 
will supplant those promulgated 
by the chief executive recently 
which caused the religious contro- 
versy between the government and 
the Catholic. episcopate. 

While nothing is known as to 
the details of the bill, it is report- 
ed that it may permit one foreign 
clergyman to officiate in each 
church of a foreign congregation. 
This would apply to all denomina- 
tions. 

Meanwhile the episcopate is com- 
pfeting its petition to copsress for 
modification of the religious laws, 
and is seeking some one to intro- 
duce and support the petition. 

Congress is still without a sen- 
ate, the contests in the July 4 elec- 
tions not yet having been settled.

Whether Washington needs one 
jor more additional auto tourists 
camps, and, if it does, where thes 
will be located, is a question tha! 
the office of public buildings and 
public parks of the National Capi- 
tal will start to solve today. 

Maj. U. S. Grant 3d, director of 
the office, said yesterday that Maj. 


Meehan, sanitary officer; 
Capt. M. H. Parsons, bead of the 
U. S. park police, and Charles W. 
Eliot 3d, city planner for the Na- 
tional Capital park and planning 
commission, had been named a 
committee to make an immediate 
investigation as to whether condi- 
tions at the present tourist camp 
in East Potomac park demanded 
expansion of camp facilities and to 
locate suitable sites for additional 
camps. 

The committee will study tran- 
sient traffic conditions in the Dis 
trict to determine the heaviest 
patronized roads and select loca- 
tions near these at points on the 
outskirts of the city. 

The order followed a report to 
the office that conditions at. the 
East Potomac park were rapidly 
becoming congested and that dur- 
ing the recent warm weather be- 
tween 700 and 800 autos had oc- 
cupied the site on certain days, 
meaning an average of 2,800 to 
3,200 motorists. 


Blames Weather for Crowding. 


Maj. Grant said he thought the 
delayed summer was _ responsible 
for crowded conditions at the camp, 
in that tourist traffic had been con- 
fined to the months of July and 
August instead of being spread 
evenly throughout the summer. 

Additional sites recommended by 
the public buildings and parks of- 
fice committee will be referred to 
the National Capital park and plan- 
ning commission for approval and 
then Congressional authority for 
their establishment will he sought. 

It is now believed that the first 
additional site should be near Wis- 
consin avenue on the western out- 
skirts of the city, to accommodate 
heavy east-west traffic. 

The present camp in East Peto- 
mac park between the Georgetown 
channel road and the municipal 
golf course, serves traffic entering 
the city through southern and west- 
ern Virginia and southern Mary- 
land. 

Motorists coming from the north, 
must drive through the city before 
they can reach it. Prospective 
sites will also be sought in the east 
and north sections of the city near 
points where important highways 
enter.
